Ten  regular  meetings  were  held 
during  the  year,  with  an  equal  number 
of  Board  of  Directors  meetin  gs.  By 
alternating  its  meetings  between 
afternoon  and  evening,  the  Associa¬ 
tion  hopes  to  reach  all  its  members, 
whether  they  are  on  day  or  night 
duty.  The  first  Tuesday  of  each 
month  is  the  Association’s  regular 
meeting  day. 

On  Armistice  Day  the  Alumnae 
Association  sponsored  a  dinner  and 
dance  at  the  Medinah  Club  as  a  part 
of  a  very  pleasant  Homecoming  pro¬ 
gram  which  started  at  noon  of  that 
day  with  a  buffet  luncheon  and  later, 
an  afternoon  tea  given  by  the  School 
at  Sprague  Home.  A  home-talent 
floor-show,  presented  by  graduates  of 
the  School  and  internes  at  the  Hos¬ 
pital,  was  one  of  the  outstanding 
features  at  the  dinner.  Many  gradu¬ 
ates  and  friends  of  the  School  re¬ 
turned  for  Homecoming,  to  greet  our 
new  Director  and  indulge  in  reminis¬ 


cences  with  old  friends  and  sister 
Alumnae. 

The  Helena  McMillan  Educational 
Fund  has  grown  to  such  a  degree  that 
plans  are  now  being  developed  by  a 
special  committee  for  the  control  and 
use  of  this  Fund. 

The  Sick  Benefit  and  Loan  Fund 
has  increased  considerably,  but  not 
many  demands  have  been  made  on 
this  Fund  for  the  past  year  or  so 
($4,410.20  on  hand). 

Through  the  generosity  of  one  of 
our  very  loyal  members  who  has  much 
more  of  this  world’s  material  goods 
than  she  herself  can  use,  it  has  been 
possible  to  contribute  an  additional 
two  hundred  dollars  to  our  School 
library,  and  an  additional  three  hun¬ 
dred  dollars  to  the  Weeks  of  Free 
Care  Fund  for  the  Naperville  Cottage. 

The  Mary  Byrne  Memorial  Fund 
for  our  endowed  Hospital  room  con¬ 
tinues  to  grow  annually,  but  has  been 
given  quite  a  lift  by  a  one  thousand 
dollar  contribution  from  the  same 
generous  member  mentioned  above.  A 
charter  member  of  this  Association 
also  has  made  a  liberal  contribution 
to  this  Fund  during  the  current  year. 

The  Private  Duty  Section  of  the 
Alumnae  has  been  very  active  during 
the  past  year,  and  has  accomplished  a 
great  deal  toward  the  growth  of  its 
Fund  for  Special  Nursing  Care  for 
Sick  Members.

It  was  announced  that  the  amount 
in  the  McMillan  Fund  to  date  was 
$4,490.25.  The  committee  appoint¬ 
ed  to  present  recommendations  for 
the  control  and  use  of  the  Fund  is 
Mary  Dunlap,  ’23;  Mrs.  L.  C.  Gate- 
wood  ’13;  Carrie  B.  McNeill  ’19. 

The  Alumnae  Scholarship  for  1939 
was  awarded  to  Gertrude  McCord, 
who  is  at  present  taking  work  at  the 
University  of  Chicago. 

Due  to  the  great  increase  in  the 
amount  of  Alumnae  correspondence, 
it  was  voted  to  purchase  an  Addresso- 
graph  for  the  use  of  the  Association. 

JANUARY :  It  was  suggested  that 
the  evening  meetings  of  the  Associa¬ 
tion  be  devoted  to  social  and  educa¬ 
tional  interests,  and  that  the  alternate 
meetings  be  devoted  to  business 
matters. 

Marcella  Kurtz,  Chairman  of  the 
Social  Committee,  announced  the  fol¬ 
lowing  members  of  her  committee: 
Margaret  Burke  ’38;  Adella  Remus 
’36;  and  Dorothea  Ellicker  ’24. 

It  was  announced  that  Eula  But- 
zerin  ’14  had  been  appointed  as  the 
Alumnae  representative  on  the  new 
Advisory  Council  for  the  School  of 
Nursing,  which  Miss  Rogers  has  just 
formed. 

Elphia  Flugum  gave  a  report  of  the 
status  of  the  Mary  Byrne  Fund.  It 
was  voted  that  an  extension  of  time 
to  July  1,  1940,  be  made,  to  permit 
Alumnae  who  have  made  part  pay¬ 
ment,  to  complete  their  payments.  It 
was  also  voted  that  the  President  and 
the  Custodial  Committee  meet  with 
the  Hospital  administration  to  confer 
on  the  status  of  the  Fund  and  the 
financial  responsibility  of  the  Alum¬ 
nae  Association  in  regard  to  it,  and 
to  form  an  agreement  as  to  the  future 
conduct  of  the  Fund,  this  to  be  made 
in  the  form  of  a  legal  contract.  At 
present,  any  deficit  in  the  Fund  is 
signed  over  to  charity  by  Mr.  Bacon.

MAY  L.  RUSSELL  LOAN  FUND 

Through  the  years,  as  Dean  of  the 
School,  Miss  Russell  had  built  up  a 
little  revolving  loan  fund,  for  emer¬ 
gency  loans  to  student  nurses.  This 
has  many  times  been  a  source  of 
comfort  to  the  student  who  was  faced 
with  some  unexpected  expense,  and 
has  always  been  repaid  promptly.  On 
learning  that  the  Class  of  1931  and 
the  Fall  Class  of  1933  still  had  some 
money  on  hand,  left  over  from  their 
Senior  gifts  to  the  School,  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  these  classes  who  could  be 
reached  voted  to  contribute  this  bal¬ 
ance  to  the  student  loan  fund,  and 
to  call  it  the  May  L.  Russell  Student 
Loan  Fund.  It  now  amounts  to 
$75.00,  and  is  administered  at  pres¬ 
ent  by  Miss  Rogers  and  Miss  Van 
Horn.

The  August,  1939,  copy  of  the 
Virginia  Department  of  Health  Bulle¬ 
tin  contained  a  very  interesting 
article  in  regard  to  the  work  of  Ida 
Twedton  at  the  Konnarock  Training 
School,  in  organizing  and  supervising 
community  Health  Centers,  both  at 
Konnarock  and  at  Green  Cove.

MAY — Discussion  of  the  Mary  M. 
Byrne  Memorial  Fund  took  place, 
and  the  following  recommendation 
of  the  Alumnae  Board  of  Directors 
was  read  by  Miss  Landt: 

At  a  special  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Directors  held  at  Sprague  Home 
on  April  24,  the  following  action  was 
taken  in  regard  to  the  use  of  the  pri¬ 
vate  room  at  Presbyterian  Hospital 
which  is  maintained  by  the  income 
from  the  Mary  M.  Byrne  Endowment 
Fund.  This  is  the  Fund  to  which  all 
members  are  expected  to  pay  twenty 
dollars  per  year  for  five  years  if  they 
wish  to  be  eligible  for  the  use  of  this 
room  during  illness  when  hospitaliza¬ 
tion  becomes  necessary: 

The  Board  of  Directors  recommends 
that  the  total  number  of  days  for 
which  each  member  in  good  standing 


is  entitled  to  the  use  of  this  room  be 
reduced  to  21  days  in  any  one  year. 

This  action  has  been  deemed  neces¬ 
sary  and  advisable  by  the  Board  be¬ 
cause  of  the  fact  that  the  earning 
power  of  this  Endowment  Fund  has 
decreased  to  such  a  degree  that  it  is 
no  longer  adequate  to  cover  the  de¬ 
mands  made  upon  this  room  under 
the  former  rules  set  up  for  its  use. 
Each  year  there  has  been  a  deficit  of 
from  $1900.00  to  $2100.00,  which 
the  Hospital  Board  of  Managers  has 
been  kind  enough  to  charge  off  to 
other  funds,  but  the  fact  remains  that 
this  Alumnae  Association  consistently 
has  had  an  overdraft  against  this 
Fund.  It  lies  within  the  province  of 
the  Hospital  Board  of  Managers  to 
request  the  payment  of  this  debt  in 
any  year  within  which  such  a  debt  is 
incurred  because  of  an  occupancy  of 
this  room  which  is  in  excess  of  the 
number  of  days  to  which  the  mem¬ 
bership  is  entitled.  The  interest  on 
this  Fund  governs  the  number  of  days 
for  which  the  Mary  M.  Byrne  Room 
may  be  used  each  year,  and  the  interest 
rate  is  subject  to  general  economic 
conditions  of  the  country. 

The  following  figures  have  been 
compiled  from  a  study  of  the  use  of 
this  room  over  the  past  five  years:

During  1939,  five  members  would 
have  found  it  necessary,  on  the  basis  of 
21  days  per  year,  to  pay  for  73  days’ 
use  of  this  room,  distributed  as  fol¬ 
lows: 

One  member  used  room  25  days 
One  member  used  room  24  days 
One  member  used  room  28  days 


One  member  used  room  49  days 
7  days  in  excess  of  present 
allowance 

One  member  used  room  52  days 
10  days  in  excess  of  present 
allowance 

Five  members  used  room  178  days 
Both  nurses  who  used  the  room  in  ex- 
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cess  of  our  present  allowance  of  42 
days  per  member  per  year  paid  for 
this  excess  number  of  days  use. 

These  figures  reveal  the  fact  that 
very  few  of  the  Mary  M.  Byrne  Me¬ 
morial  Fund  members  have  used  the 
room  in  excess  of  21  days  in  any  one 
year  in  this  five  year  study,  and  that 
the  elimination  of  these  excess  days 
would  materially  reduce  our  annual 
overdraft. 

At  the  January  meeting  of  our  As¬ 
sociation,  it  was  moved,  seconded,  and 
carried  that  the  money  now  on  deposit 
at  the  bank  under  the  Mary  M.  Byrne 
Memorial  Fund  of  the  Alumnae  Asso¬ 
ciation  not  be  turned  over  to  the  Hos¬ 
pital  until  a  written  agreement  has 
been  drawn  up  between  the  Hospital 
and  the  Association  which  will  set 
forth  the  conditions  governing  the  use 
of  this  Fund,  and  guarantee  the  own¬ 
ership  of  this  Fund  to  this  Association, 
together  with  the  income  therefrom. 
The  body  of  such  an  agreement  has 
been  drawn  up  by  the  Flospital  man¬ 
agement,  and  awaits  the  approval  of 
our  Association. 

The  amount  of  the  present  Endow¬ 
ment  Fund,  it  appears,  has  become  a 
part  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital’s 
General  Fund  and  cannot  be  separated 
therefrom.  The  proposed  agreement 
states  that  this  sum  of  money,  known 
as  the  Mary  M.  Byrne  Memorial  Fund, 
owned  by  this  Association,  but  in  per¬ 
manent  possession  of  the  Hospital,  is 
on  deposit  at  the  Hospital. 

Although  this  agreement  does  not 
use  these  exact  words,  it  implies  an 
interpretation  comparable  to  the  above 
statement.  It  further  states  that  the 
income  from  this  Fund — never  to  ex¬ 
ceed  5%  of  the  principal — is  to  be 
used  for  the  Hospital  care  of  mem¬ 
bers  of  this  Association  who  are  ap¬ 
pointed  from  time  to  time  by  said 
Association,  up  to  an  amount  equal  to 
the  income  for  the  respective  year 
upon  the  aggregate  principal  amount. 
^ 

Action  upon  the  Board  of  Director’s 
recommendation  will  be  taken  at  the 
Alumnae  Association’s  September 
meeting.  All  members  are  urged  to 
give  this  matter  serious  consideration, 
and  be  prepared  to  submit  construc¬ 
tive  recommendations  either  prior  to 
or  at  the  time  of  this  meeting. 

APRIL — At  the  regular  meeting, 
the  Association  voted  to  buy  a  per¬ 
manent  file  for  the  use  of  the  Asso¬ 


ciation,  the  file  to  be  kept  in  the 
Alumnae  room  at  Sprague  Home,  to 
preserve  the  valuable  records  of  the 
Association.  Delegates  to  the  Bien¬ 
nial  Convention  at  Philadelphia  were 
appointed,  and  it  was  voted  to  send 
a  student  representative  as  well.  After 
the  business  meeting,  the  group  heard 
a  talk  and  saw  movies  presented  by 
Dr.  I.  C.  Sherman  on  the  subject  of 
"Treatment  of  Mental  Diseases  and 
its  Social  Implications.’’ 

CHARGE  FOR  TRANSCRIPTS 

The  Nurses’  Office  takes  this  means 
of  announcing  that  beginning  this 
spring,  and  now  in  effect,  a  charge  of 
$1.00  will  be  made  for  each  transcript 
of  grades  requested  after  the  first  one 
has  been  furnished.  This  is  in  line 
with  the  custom  followed  in  other 
schools  and  in  colleges.  The  fee  will 
be  payable  at  the  time  the  transcript 
is  requested.

During  her  preliminary 
period,  she  was  called  home  by  the 
illness  and  subsequent  death  of  her 
mother.

After  her 
father’s  death,  she  began  teaching 
again  in  the  public  school  in  her  home 
town,  always  hoping  to  resume  her 
nursing  education.  Soon  after  her 
father’s  death,  an  older  brother  and  his 
v/ife  passed  away,  leaving  seven  or 
eight  children  whom  she  took  into  her 
fold.  She  reared  and  educated  them, 
sending  them  on  to  college,  into  nurs¬ 
ing,  teaching,  or  business,  as  they  grad¬ 
uated,  one  by  one,  from  high  school.
